The Cabinet is now trying to devise a 
way ol evening up our relationship with 
Canada in regard to the rights of each on 
the lakes. According to a recent proclam­ 
ation issued by the Canadian government, 
American vessels are only permitted to 
come to the relief of Canadian vessels in 
the waters of the Dominion, where there 
is immediate danger of loss of life or cargo. 
Accoiding to our law Canadian vessels can 
enter our waters freely, and render assist­ 
ance to American vessels under any cir­ 
cumstances and to any extent. The Amer­ 
ican tug men are quite excited over the 
discrimination against th . rn. and there 
will probably be a change made within a 
tew days.

It can safely be said that the most elab­ 
orate reception ever given to an American 
citizen was that in Chicago on Wednesday 
In honor of General Grant. In point of 
numbers, if not in splendor, it eclipsed the 
reception given him in San Francisco on 
the night of the twentieth of September. 
The throng then numbered tens of thous­ 
ands. The buildings were lavishly decor­ 
ated. The streets were arched with ever­ 
greens.

The illuminations made the 
heavens seem ablaze. The cannon fairly 
shook the city. 
The processions ware 
dazzling 
in 
the 
extreme, 
and 
the cheers of the vast multitude rent the 
air. This was tho honor the people ol 
’Frisco paid U. S. Grant. Chicago did not 
propose to be out done, and the truth is, 
Chicago is never out dose. 
His welcome 
to that city was magnificent as it was de­ 
served. And it must be borne in mind, 
that these unparalleled ovations are in no 
sense the work of party friends of General 
Grant. In San Francisco, the workingmen, 
the Democrats, and in fact all political 
creeds took a place in the procession and 
joined in the chol us of cheers. In Chicago 
it was not materially different.

In less than seven years 
he leaped lrom the very humblest walk of 
life to the Presidential chair, and yet this 
surprising rise to fame and comparative 
affluence did not spoil the man. He is as 
modest to-day as when he wore shabby 
clothes and worked for two dollars a day 
in his lather’s store at Galena. This trait 
of character makes him a man of the peo 
pie and hence these .dazzling demonstra-* 
tiocs of welcome. 
The country can not forget what General 
Grant has done for the preservation of the

Chicago, Nov. 13 General Grant attended 
the Veterans’ reception at 
McYicker’s 
theater this morning, and made a speech 
which is declared to be the best of his life. 
In It he expressed the belief that the war 
they waged was the best thing for both 
victor 
and 
vanquished. 
General 
Logan, General Oglesby Bob Ingersoll, 
mery A. Storrs, also General Woodford 
spoke. General Giant dined with Hon E. 
B. Washburnc, and this alternoon General 
G nat and Mrs. Grant are receiving the 
veterans at the Palmer house. Tee city is 
still thronged and enthusiasm seems unabat­ 
ed. 
C h ic a g o , Nov. 13.—General Grant ar­ 
rived in Chicago yesterday afternoon a few 
minutes after I o’clock. He was welcomi d 
by the deep music of artillery, the .cheers 
of three-quarters of a million of people, 
the shrill notes of the fife, the roll of 
drums, the waving of banners. 
At 9:30 o’clock in the morning the rep- 
rose mauves of the Union Veteran Club, 
the Grand Army of the* Republic, the 
Army of the Tennessee, and ithe Citizens 
Committee .boarded their car and away 
they went to Aurora, |to meet and escort 
to the city the General and his party. 
The first event, when the guard of honor 
met the General, was the customary intro­ 
duction. This was a very simple matter; 
it is always with these who meet General 
Grant. 
The Hon. Thomas Hoy ne, the Cb airman 
of the Executive Committee, made a few 
brief remarks, in which he welcomed the 
General, on behalf of the company, and 
through them in behalf of the citizens of 
Chicago. 
General Grant bowed and thanked Mr. 
Uoyne, and through him the delegation 
for the welcome they had given him. 
When the train reached the city, at Park 
Row, General Grant alighted, aud was escor­ 
ted to the carriage by General B. R. Rauin, 
General Theodore Jones, Major A. Fucu, 
Colonel W. S. Oliver. General £ . H. Mur­ 
ray, and Major H. C. McArthur. 
Then 
followed Mayor Harrison and Governor 
C u llom , who took a seat in the ex-Presi- 
deni’a carriage, and the cavalcade started 
A tody guard, consisting ot officers Schu­ 
macher, Fife, Lueders, Soergt-1, Hteidou, 
and Bruton, surrounded the carriage. At 
this moment a drenching rain set in, and 
the 
multitude 
that 
but 
a minute 
before 
was 
a 
packed, 
solid 
miss, began to move, at first slowly, and 
then quicker and quicker, u alil it almost 
reached a trot. Park Row and the lake 
front was transformed into a surging, 
tu b in g ynaaa of human beings and um­ 
brellas, moving northward oa Michigan 
avenue. It was a strange sight. In spite 
of the rain, patriotic throats would cheer, 
and resounding artillery would roar; in 
spite of the mud the crowd dashed on, 
cheering lustily, and io spite ot all the el­ 
ements combined, General Grant’s adveut 
into Chicago was signalized by a display ol 
the moat unbounded enthusiasm. 
The command to march was given abou t 
1:30 o clock, by Lieutenant General Phil 
Sheridan, Grand Marshal, the column 
being in three divisions. 
The commanders ot the various divisions 
who were seen after the march was over, 
stated that there wcie at the smallest esti­ 
mate 10.000 or 12.000 participants in the 
procession. 
There were over 3.000, perhaps 3.500, in 
First Division, over 2,500 in the Second, 
about the same ta the Third, and nearly 
1,500 in the Fourth. The route or march 
was only about 4 milos long, and the rear 
of the column Ii**1 not yet formed on Migh* 
igan avenue when the head had arrived 
st the Palmer House. 
The 
procession 
occupied about three hours in passing a 
given point. 
As seen from a point of vaut&ge, the 
grand parade presented a spectacle never 
before equaled in Chicago. 
Bach a multittude as thornged the thor­ 
oughfares of the city ! Bach a multitude 
of multitudes ! 
There was barely room 
along the the center of the Nicholson for 
the passage of the two hours uninterrupted 
lice. The surging mass In the etreet was 
supplemented at every window and on 
many roofs; the telegraph poles at the in­ 
tersection of Clark weie black with loot 
blocks. Gay and holiday attire was the 
universal rule. 
But a faint conception of tho magnitude 
of the crowd gathered in the vicinity of 
the Palmer house was to be had lrom tie 
streets. The idea of a great crowd was 
aroused by the desperate struggle to ad­ 


vance through the dense throng, but 
knowledge of its vastness was only to be 
gained by looking down from a compre 
beneive altitude. 
This advantage was 
afforded those who had the privilege 
of 
going 
upon 
tho 
extemporizec 
balcony built out from the second story o:' 
the Palmer. Aside from its ornamentar 
usefulness, the balcony was erected as 
standpoint from which 
General Grant 
should review the column as it passed be­ 
neath him in the street. An hour before 
this chosen location could be occupied by 
the distinguished soldicr-statesmcn a num 
ber of reporters, foreign correspondents 
and especial persons connected with the 
Reception Committee went upon the bal­ 
cony. At that time, and long bclore, the 
streets for several blocks were literally 
swarming with humanity. 
Alter reviewing the procession for sonv 
thirty-five minutes. General Grant ate 
company, with Mayor Harrison, proceeded 
to the platform erected in the rotunda OI 
(he hotel, and on behalf of tho citizens ol’ 
Chicago was formally welcomed to the city 
by Mayor Harrison, who spoke lo loud 
praise of the honored guest and gave him 
hearty greeting. 
At the conclusion of the Mayor’s re­ 
marks, General Grant bowed slightly, and 
responded as follows: 
‘Mr. Mayor, Gentlemen of the Recep­ 
tion Committee, Gentlemen of Chicago 
a od cl Illinois 
I feel very much honored 
by the welcome which I am receiving at 
your bands to-Jay. I feel highly honored 
by the speech of welcome which has just 
b .*eii 
uttered by your worthy Mayor. 
I' is something that is so 
personal to 
rn/sfil that it woald hardly be in good 
taste for me to respond to the language of 
it, and it leaves nothmg, therefore, for me 
to do than to repeat my thanks to this 
committee aud to the citizens of your city 
for the hearty reception which they have 
given me. 
“in regard to one allusion, to my recep­ 
tions abroad, I will say that lo every case 
I felt that it wps a tribute to my own 
country. I will add, further, that our 
country stands differently abroad in the 
estimation of the European and Eastern 
nations from what it did a quarter of a cen­ 
tury ago. An American citizen is regard 
cd in a different light from the American 
citizen of a quarter ot a century ago. 
At 
that time It was believed that we had not 
a nation ; that it was merely a confeder 
tion ot States tied together by a rope 
sand, that would give way upon the slight 
est friction. They have found out their 
grand mistake. They know that we have 
now 
a 
govern meat, 
that 
yrt 
are a nation and that we 
arc 
siroDic. intelligent, and brave people, cap­ 
able ut judging and knowing our rights 
and determined on ail occasions to main­ 
tain them ugaiost either domestic cr for­ 
eign foes 
[Cheers.] 
And that is the 
explanation ol the receptions which you 
have received through me while I was 
abroad. Gentlemen, I thank you.” [Loud 
and continued cheering.] 
As General Grant concluded his remarks 
a voice in the crowd proposed three cheers 
for Harrison, but the Mayor waved a dis­ 
sent, aud, turning to tho crowd, invited 
them to come forward in twos and snake 
hands With the General, stating that the 
General had seen a great deal, and was 
very hungry. Long John was the first 
to accept the invitation, and as his 
colossal 
lorm 
towered 
over 
the 
General, 
the 
latter 
smilingly 
re­ 
marked that he had had the pleasure of 
his acquaintance for many voars. Alter a 
number of the Reception Committee bad 
shaken bands with the General, many ot 
them old comrades in armi, who reminded 
him pleasantly io passing of tne last time 
they met, the pressure of the crowd became 
so great that Mayor Harrison was compel! 
od to ask them to desist, and at 4 o’clock 
the Mayor and Colonel George R. Davis 
took him in charge, and conducted him to 
his private parlor, where a small company 
was assembled, consisting of Mrs. General 
Grant. Mrs. Sheridan, the Hon. Thomas 
Hoyne, and others. Alter a few compli­ 
mentary remarks, he was conducted to his 
carriage by General Chetland and the Hon. 
Thomas Hoyne, and departed to take din­ 
ner at hts son’s house. 
The formal reception of the Society of 
t ie Army of tbe Tennessee, at Ilaverly'9, 
la tbe evening, fitly closed the extraordi­ 
nary record of the day. The stage had 
been transformed into a picturesque war 
scene, the hills iu the vicinity of Vicks­ 
burg nsiDg in the distance, and nearer tbe 
fortifications of tho Union troops. 
Field 
pieces were in place pointed outward 
through the cmbrazurcs, and on them aud 
about them were grouped artillery men in 
regulation dress. 
The grouping had a 
tableau effect that brought into clear re­ 
lief the gathering of distinguished gentle­ 
men in lront. In the center was Gen­ 
et a1 VV. T. Bherman, President of the So­ 
ciety. 
Tnc first address ol the evening wa9 by 
tbe Hon. E. B. VVashburne, who spoke a 
general welcome to the society and to Gen- 
oral Grant. He was followed by Governor 
Cullom, who spoke the welcome of the 
blate. Mayor Harrison gave the formal 
welcome In behalf of the city. 
General 
Sherman responded brielly and pointedly. 
his first remark, to the effect that Chicago 
was ready and wiiling, for a consideration, 
to feed the world, calling out a double 
rouod of applause. 
General Gresham gave the annual ad­ 
dress. 
After the presentation of a banner to the 
Society by General Logan In a gracetul 
speech, and a response, half playful, half 
earnest, by General Sherman, it wai an­ 
nounced that there woald bo another song. 
This was met by

and he arose as if to excuse himself, saying 
he would fill the regular order on tho 
programme. Tho audience quick to see 
the drift of this remark, informed Lim 
that he was not on the programme, and 
Insisted that he should go oa.

9tage turned towards him with new inter­ 
est on their faces.

In my long 
absence from 
the 
country 
I have 
had the most favorable opportunity for 
seeing and comparing, in my own mind, 
our institutions with all European coun­ 
tries, and most of those of Asia—compar­ 
ing oar resources, developed and dormant, 


the capacity and energy of our people for 
upholding and developing its resources, 
with most of the civilized people of tbe 
world. Everywhere from 
England 
Japan, from Russia to Spain and Portugal, 
we are understood, our resources highly 
appreciated, and the skill, energy, and m- 
te?!igcnce of the citizens recognized. My 
receptions have been everywhere kind, 
and an acknowledgment that the United 
States is a Nation, a strong, independent 
and free Nation, composed of strong, 
brave, and intelligent people, capable ot 
judging of their rights, and ready to main­ 
tain them at all hazards. This is a non­ 
partisan association, bot composed of men 
who are united in the determination 
that no foe, domestic or foreign, shall in­ 
terpose between us and the maintenance 
of our grand, free, and enlightened insti­ 
tutions. and unity of all the Slate J. The 
area of our country, its fertility, tbe ener­ 
gy and resources of our people, with 
sparsity of population compared to area, 
postpones the day for generations to come 
when our descendants will have to con 
sider the question of how the soil is to 
support them, how tho most c m be pro­ 
duced to produce human life, without 
reference to the taste or desires of the peo­ 
ple, and when but few can exercise tbe 
privilege of the plain luxury of selecting 
the articles ot food they will eat, the quan­ 
tity and quality of clothing they wear, hut 
will remain the abundant home of all who 
possess the energy and strength, and make 
good use of them, it we remain true to our­ 
selves.

'eel and maintain that those who fought,

equal claims with ourselves 
all the blessings of our great and com­ 
mon country. We claim for them tbe right 
to travel all over this broad land and select 
where they please, the right to settle, be­ 
come citizens, and enjoy their political and 
religious convictions, free from molestation 
or ostracism either on account of them or 
their connection with the past.

Some Remarkable Cases of Mys­ 
terious Evanishmeiit. 
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Thousand Yoons; Children 
Adrift in the Streets of Sew 
York City. 
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Atlantic for November. 
There la somethin* at once fascluaticfi 
and terrible in the idea of 
BEING LOST IN A CROWD,— 
of being with the crowd, bot not of it. Tine 
feeling of lonliness which takes possession 
of OOO surrounded by his fellow beings, 
who know him not and who lako no note 
of htm, Is comparable only to the sense bi 
desolation which one might experience ii 
lei* in solitude and darkness on a wide * 
stretching heath at mid-night. 
In every large city there are thousand* 
of me*, women, and children whose pact 
history and whose present means of living 
are unknown to those with whom they 
come most closely in contact. It Is only 
when some crime, at once frightful and 
mysterious, has been committed, and the 
newspaper reporters tell us of the inability 
of the police to identify the victim, or to 
find an adequate motive for the crime, that 
we fully appreciate the conditions of our 
modern city life. 
In American cities es­ 
pecially, where police surveillance is slight 
aud where an asylum is allorded to immi­ 
grants of all nations and all classes and lo 
questions are asked, the possibilities oi 
passing unrecognized are much better than 
In any European city, except, perhaps, 
London. 
A CURIOUS CASE 
illustrative of this is related in Dr. King’* 
anecdotes ol hi9 own limes, an entertaining 
book printed some years ago. 
In the beginning oi the previous century 
(about 1703), a man who possessed a goon 
income, and was to all appearance* happi 
ly married, told hts wile, one morning,mat 
he was obliged to go to the low er to 
transact some business. Later in the day 
she received a note irom him stating that 
he was unde- the necessity cf going L 
Holland, and should probably be absent 
about three weeks, {seventeen years pars­ 
ed before he was either seen or heard l r rn 
by any one who knew him; and during the 
whole oi thai time he was living in dis­ 
guise only a few rods distant from h*- 
home. His wife was obliged to obtain an 
act of Parliament giving her the estate; 
and the proceedings consequent thereon 
were watched with much interest, 
ilia 
two children dying not long atter his mys­ 
terious disappearance, his wile moved lo 
another and less expensive house than the 
one in which she had been left. 
He then 
made the acquaintance of her next dixii 
neighbor, 
and while dining there, as 
lie managed to do once or twice a w eek, 
he coaid look into the room where his WU* 
Bat and received company, 
lie was sup­ 
posed to be a bachelor; and, as he'w as 
seriously advised by his new acquaintance 
to marry ber. 
SEVENTEEN YEARS AFTER 
he went to transact a Utile business at the 
Tower, hi9 wile was sitting at supper with 
some friends, when she received a note in 
Which the writer who did not give his name, 
requested the favor of an interview witn 
her, and tor that purpose asked her lo meet 
him the following evening on a certain 
walk in the neighboring park. {She laugh­ 
ingly showed it to the company, with the 
remark that, old ss she wa 
it appeared 
she had a gallant. One 
of the persons 
present, who had known her husband well, 
declared, on looking at the writing, thai 
the note was from nim. 
On recovering 
from the swoon into which this statement 
threw her, it was arranged that the ladle* 
and gentlemen present should attend her to 
the place of meeting. 
At the time named 
In the note the wife went to the rcnuez- 
VOU9 in company with her fneuds. in a 
few minutes the husband came up quietly 
embraced his wife, sauted irs friends, and 
went home, where, ai the story go?"*, tho 
husband and wlte lived together in great 
harmony lrom that time until death pari.-d 
them. The man never confessed, even to 
Ills most intimate friends, the cause of ti?* 
singular conduct 
How many of the mysterious disappear­ 
ances oi which we read, and which are 
attributed to foul play, or to a weak or 
criminal desire to escape the obligations oi 
one’s family or to cociety, are prompted by 
the cuunmg of insanity cannot be known 
The number of mysterious disappearances 
coming under the notice of the police in 
the course of a single year 
IS ALMOST STARTLING. 
In Boston alone last yepr there were boo 
cases of cussing persons [reported to the 
police, of which about one *th‘rd were 
females. Many of these missing person* 
were of course soon discovered. But a 
considerable number still remain deaf to 
the entreaties of “agonized” relatives and 
friends, and respond neither to the gener­ 
ous offer of being “entirely forgiven,” nor 
to the alluring assurance that they “ will 
hear of something to their advantage.”

FOUND HIS IIOMK DE-ERTED: 
Wife and children had evidently gone out, 
dreesed in their best clothes, leaving no 
word of explanation. It struck him as 
being very strange; but, although disturbed, 
be was not seriously alarmed, as he con­ 
cluded they must have gone to a friend 's 
bouse. He got his own tea, aud then 
smoked his pipe, expecting m om entary 
to hear them ai the door. It was Jai j in 
the evening beiore his anxiety drove nim 
out to look for them among the neighbors. 
The next day he learned that they had 
been seen at the railway station at the ne At 
village, and that they had taken the errs 
going East. That w eiall.he knew about 
IL 
He and his wile, he said, had got on 
pretty well together. He wts perhaps too 
old to be much scoiety tor her, but she 
•ever complained. Since she had gone off, 
be remembered that she had been rather 
melancholy and moping for some time 
past. He thought that she had “sort of 
dwelt on things, bein' Bo much alone;” that 
she had become “crazy like,” and had 
■tarted off wiih the idea of going to see 
■ome people in New Hampshire whom she 
had known beiore she was married. But 
the New Hampshire people hail not seen 
ot her; and some of the 


neighbors said, “More like she'd gone off 
with a you: gel man.” “But yausee,” said

The police gave a good deal of attention 
to the case, a. / "- as a peculiar one, and 
they had a feein g cd sympathy for the 
man who had suffered such a terrible loss. 
lee wile ami children were traced to a 
mw a a short dis lance from Portland, Me. 
There a woman and two little children, 
answering to the description given bv tho 
police, were seen by the local stationmas­ 
ter to leave a through train and walk off 
in the direction ol the village. It w&sjast 
at dusk, and snowing heavily at the time. 
The road led along the banks of a river. 
Passing oift oi the stationmaster^ sight 
into the Etorin, they were seen no more. 
The inquiries of the police 
NEVER GOT BEYOND THAT. 
One evening, alter this conclusion had 
been reached, an officer who had worked 
on the case was asked by a young woman 
who was visiting at his house to tell her aa 
interesting police case.
